Building may be up by June 


La Verne m oves quickly on low fire station bid 


The La Verne City Council received 
an unexpectedly low bid o! 5M;MX)0 
Monday night lor the construction of a 
fire station in La Verne Heights and 
im m ediately aw arded the contract for 
the work to the M artin J. Jaska Con­ 
struction Co. of Pomona. 
The bid w as m ore than $50.000 lower 
than the estim ate oi t nshion-Horie. the 
city’s architects. 
The move assured residents of North 
1 a Verne that they will get then sta 
non before the end of June, despite the 
objections of Conneilmen Frank John* 
son. who strongly urged a two-to three- 
year delay. 
lohnson cautioned the council ot do 
ticult finatv ial tim es ahead, and urged 
hi<* colleagues to continue to contract 
wuh the 1 os Angeles County Fire P ro­ 


tection 
District 
tor 
services 
to 
the 
north side for the foreseeable future 
rather than make a heavy com m itm ent 
right now. 
But he was outvoted 4-1 by the rest 
of the council which felt that the city 
had given a com m itm ent to the resi­ 
dents to go ahead with the project as 
soon as possible. 
Consequently , the council not only 
aw arded the contract, but 
also ap­ 
proved training four firemen 'o man 
the station, at the cost of more than 
$21.000. 
“ We’re going ahead with this." Ma 
yor Mike Morales declared. “ But 
I 
w ant the residents to know that when 
bmieef tune comes around w e’re going 
to m ake a lot o! cuts. I don't want to 
pav the wages tor the firem en out ot 


either the revenue sharing funds or the 
general funds.' 
The money for the station is coming 
out of revenue sharing; the money for 
the training from the city's undistribu­ 
ted reserves. 
But 
Councilman 
Harrison 
Sanborn 
said “ we have built up our reserves 
very well over the past three or four 
years, and right now we are sitting 
well financially." 
He pointed out that the city would 
have an undistributed reserve of $211.- 
253. ever after paying for the training 
pros ram , and this was SI *4,000 more 
than the 15 per cent reserve recom ­ 
mended by “ prudent financial m eth­ 
ods,“ 
But he also w arned that cuts might 
have to be made at budget tim e to find 


the money to pay the additional Bre­ 
men. 
The low bids tor construction were a 
factor in reducing the council’s resis­ 
tance. 
Architect John T. Cushion reported 
that the city received a total of 20 bids, 
and that the four lowest offers were 
less than $2.000 apart. 
Jaska w as not the lowest bidder. An 
offer of $149.432 by Fniorv s. Jackson 
was perm itted to be withdrawn after 
Jackson notified the council that cleric­ 
al errors amounting to several thou* 
and dollars had been made in his 
r (imputation, 
The lire station will be bu It at the 
com er of W heeler Avenue and Reggies 
Street. The contract calls for comple­ 
tion mi 120 working day.

'Confidence' is 
catching on 


The winter of the automakers’ discontent appears 
to be turning into an early and prosperous spring. 
The big three of Chrysler. Ford and General Mo­ 
tors. plus the little one ol American Motors, are all 
now offering cash rebates ot between $200 and .$600 
to auto buyers in an attempt to lift the industry out 
ot one of its worst slumps since World War 11. As a 
result, sales in the past few weeks have made a 
decided turnaround.
